Pewter Once Held Favor, 
Then Made Into Bullets 


Pewter was the product of a time 
when economic conditions governed 
actual needs, and neither in com- 
position nor design was it other 
than what it was intended to be—an 
unpretentious household commod- 
ity for dally use. 

Pewter speaks of the days in our 
country when history was in the 
making. We associate with it the 
stern and vigorous life of ‘the early 
settlers. Surrounding it 1s much of 
pathos and romance, for more than 
one plece of choice pewter was 
thrown into the melting pot to 
make bullets to defend the home es- 
tablished in the new land. 

For a period of nearly 100 years 
preceding the War of the Revolution, 
notes Alice R. Rollins in the Los 
Angeles Times, it was practically 
the only tableware available. Grad- 
ually it had supplanted the wooden 
ware used during the early years of 
settlement and in turn gave way 
to the china and silver of more 
prosperous times. 

Although much of the pewter used 
in the earler part of the colonial 
period was brought trom England, 
a great deal of it was made by 
craftsmen of the colonies. 

Almost every community had its 
pewterers, Little skill was required 
to produce plates, basins, mugs and 
the like as they required only cast- 
ing, finishing on a lathe and a little

Dwarfing Horticuiturat Process 

Dwarfing is a horticultural proc- 
ess, requiring not only skill and 
knowledge of plants, but great pa- 
tience. The tree selected in either 
a specimen dwarfed by nature or a 
tiny seedling. By training, tying, 
pruning and grafting, the specimens 
are shaped and kept in miniature 
form. Fine examples of the art, 
which the Japanese call ‘‘bon-sai,”’ 
are not only curiosities. They are 
replicas of ancient trees on a tiny 
scale. Their wind-blown tops, pro- 
jecting roots, and graceful spread- 
ing branches exactly reproduce the 
effect of forest giants. Maples, 
bamboos, cherries, pines, hollies, 
oaks, azaleas, junipers, and other’ 
evergreens are employed. They 
remain in the open air, most of the 
year. In everything but size and 
hardiness, these tiny trees resemble 
a forest of century_old specimens 
developed by nature, instead of by

Credited to Sea Otter 


The sea otter, his aliky, 
dense pelt the most valuable known 
to commerce, was responsible for 
the exploration and early develop- 
ment of that part of the North 
American continent now known as 
For on the throne of Rus- 
sia sat a pretty, capricious lady who 
would and must have sea otter 
skins, as she found them most be- 
coming. Her Imperial Majesty Cath- 
‘| efine TI, empress of Rissia, said 
“bring me furs,” and furs were 
brought, not only to Catherine the 
Great, and her court, but to the 
markets of Asia, recalls a writer in 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. During 
the closing years of the Eighteenth 
century and the opening decade of 
the Nineteenth, it is estimated that 
from 8,000 to 10,000 sea otter skins 
were taken to Asia each year from 
the southern waters of Alaska. 


It was Peter the Great and his 
empress, Catherine I, who first tock 
real interest in discovering more 
about the great land, vaguely re- 
ported to lie to the eastward. Under 
their command, Vitus Bering, Dan- 
ish captain in the Russian service, 
in 1728 discovered and named St. 
sailed through 
Bering strait, and rounded East 
Thus Bering strait was on 
the world’s map 15 years before the 
first white man gazed upon the 
Rocky mountains. On a second voy- 
age of exploration, Bering, in 1741, 
Made the actual discovery of main- 
land Alaska, landing near Prince 
William sound. Bering died in the 
new country he had discovered, and 
after months of suffering and pri- 
vation some of his men returned 
home ‘bearing the first of those hise 
tory-making sea otter skins, which 
they sold for nearly $30,000, As this 
news spread among the fur hunters 
of Siberia it caused an excitement 
second only to the frantic rush for 
gold that more than a century and 
a half later was to draw thousands 
to the mines of the Klondike.
